Recent. speeche of Cabinet ‘Ministers 
have removed all doubt that an early 
general election is contemplated in Britain, 
There are three possibilities. The election 
may be held almost immediately ; it may 
take place during the third week in 
January; and it may be postponed until 
next autumn. “The last course is advo- 
cated by. cautious Conservatives who 
recognise that in the present condition 
of European affairs a general election 
would have an extremely disturbing 
effect. The general mass of the party, 
however, is in favour of an election with 
the least possible delay. Recent events 
j.. Germany and the contretemps which has 
arisen over M. Poincaré’s attitude towards 
the proposed reparations conference have 
gained much support for those who are 
against an immediate election; but, on 
the other hand, the Prime Minister. is 
| reported to be anxious to put his fortunes 
to the test at once. If the people are 
consulted now, he seems to argue, they 
will approve almost certainly of the 
Government’s proposal to adopt a policy 
of Protection. If the election is postponed 
until January, the supporters of Free 
Trade will be in a position to mobilise 
all their forces for a great frontal attack. 
The return of Mr. Lloyd George from the 
United States, coupled with his declara- 
tion that he would be willing to serve 
under Mr. Asquith, has strengthened the 
Prime Minister’s case for immediate 
action. It is guite possible, therefore, that 
Parliament may ‘be dissolved within the 
next few weeks.

Remembered Valour. 

Most of the Irish regiments which 
fought in the Great War ceased to exist 
on July 3st, 1922, but during the last two. 
days Ireland has shown that they are not 
forgotten. The fifth celebration of Armis- 
tice Day in Dublin will remain long in 
the thoughts of all ‘who helped to observe 
it; for it was distinguished in two cae 
The acts of remembrance were far more 
numerous and. representative than they 
had been in any previous year, and, 
despite the bitterness of our recent con- 
flicts; they provoked nowhere the smallest 
trace of hostility or even of dissent. To 
every Irishman and Irishwoman who 
mourn a soldier fallen in -the war the 
dignity of the whole occasion and the 
solemn beauty of the Services in the three 
Cathedrals, in Trinity College, and in 
many churches throughout the land must 
have brought a very real measure of com- 
fort. Not in Ireland only was special 
tribute paid to the memory of this 
country’s deeds in the war. Belgium re- 
members what Irishmen did for her in 
those dreadfu] days, and yesterday she 
found room for a monument to an Irish 
regiment that won its first and its last 
glories on her battle-scarred soil. The 
history of the Royal Irish Regiment is 
a part of the history of Europe, and 
the’ memorial which the Earl ' of 
Ypres unseiled yesterday stands on that 
spot of Europe with which the regiment's 
oldest and proydest associations are en- 
twined. The Royal Irish i ught at Mons 
in 1709 and in 1745. It helped to form. 
the spearhead of the British Army. at 
Mons ja 1914, and there the Armistice 
found its shattered remnant in November, 
1918. Another Irish regiment, the 5th 
Royal Irish Lancers, also began and 
ended the Great War ‘at Mons. Lord 
French told the thrilling story of the 
Royal Irish Regiment’s thirty-seven battle 
honours and of the cost at which they were 
gained, After one heroic fight the 2nd 
Battalion was reduced to a strength of one 
officer and 135 men. There is not one of 
the Irish regiments, disbanded or sur- 
viving, which did not give proof, time and 
again during the war, of the same splendid 
qualities of bravery and devotion. In his 
speech at Mons yesterday Lord French 
sald that when time brings the events of 
the war into their right perspective “the 
attitude of the soldiers of Ireland will 
stand out nobly.” His conviction has 
been, and remains, our own. [Ireland's 
recent tragedies of revolution and blood- 
shed will not be allowed to dim the value 
and glory of her contribution to freedom’s 
victory in the battlefields of three Con- 
tinents. We believe that the day is not 
far distant when al] Irishmen will recog- 
nise that, without unfaith to any other 
cause for which: any of them may have 
suffered, they can do honour to the Irish 
soldiers of the Great War. The Free 
State, standing on the threshold of an: 
unknown future, cannot afford, and, as 
time passes, will not desire, to disown 
any part of her most precious legacy from 
the past. That legacy is the fame which 
Irishmen have won for Ireland in every. 
field of thought and action and under 
every sky, |

The singing of Miss Phyllis Lett was the 
most cultivated and delightful feature of the 
afternoon. She has a rich noble voice, and 
possesses over it the most delicate control. 
The beautiful “ Che faro’’ from the Orpheus 
of Glick with which she opened, was inter- 

reted with that restrained intensity which 
beloied only to greatness. Into the exquisite 
music of Click Miss Lett poured a new fire, 
and it lived for the moment with the 
sonorous beauty of perfection. It is that 
sonorous timbre which makes Miss Leti’s 
voice so especially beautiful, and gives it its 
nobility. In the passionate appeal of Orpheus 
she used it flawlessly, and won for herself 
a thunderous applause. But her encore, a 
sacred song G. O’Connor Morris, 
“ Alleluia,” was Miss Lett’s finest achieve- 
ment. Into this song she seemed to pour her 
soul, and the music soared from her. throat 
in a glorious golden chant of praise. It was 
a great. rendering, broad and full like an 
organ in tone, intense and siLcere in inter- 
pretation. As an artistic achievement it 
stood alone. 

She sang three delicate songs at her second 
appearance, ‘‘Z'Heureuz Vagabond,” by 
Brunean; “The Song of the Palaquin 
Bearers,’’ by Martin Shaw, and ‘“ Ecstacy,” 
by Morse-Rummel. In these songs Miss Lett 
sang with the refinement which -distinguishes 


was especially faultless and finished. 

The artist, who was perhaps most popular 
and most at home with his audience, was Mr. 
Joseph Hislop, who is said by many to be 
stepping into Caruso’s place. He sang the 
Flower Song from Carmen with fine feeling 
and passion, and was greeted with en- 
thusiastic applause. He was not, however, 
at his best in this song, nor in the. encore 
which he gave. It was at his second appear- 
ance that he established complete contact 
with the audience, and sang at his very best. 
The two songs, “The Cloths of Heaven ” 
(Dunhill) and “Tí I such wondrous music 
knew ” (Di Veroli) are both serene in spirit, 
and Mr. Hislop sang them with admirable 
artistry and restraint. He was recalled. four 
times, and each time was received with 
greater enthusiasm than before. His render- 
ing of ‘‘ Questo O Quella’’ (Rigoletto) was 
exceptionally fine. 

The concert was closed with a duet by Mr. 
Hislop and Mlle. Sari. They sang ‘‘ O Soave 
Fanciulla,’’ from the first act of La Bohéme, 
It was admirably done. 

A snecial feature of the concert was the 
splendid work of Mr. Clarence Raybould at 
the piano. He accompanied always with 
wonderful sympathy, and in his ormances 
with M. Bratza was especially admirable.

Poppies. 

The Flanders poppy has been generally 
worn in London throughout the week-end, 
They were on sale early yesterday morn. 
ing, and quite early in the day it was 
quite unusual to find anybody in the 
streets without the emblem, the sale of 
which benefits Lord Haig’s Fund. Soms 
attempt was made by itinerant vendors to 
dispose of unofficial poppies which were 
strongly suspected to be of foreign manu- 
facture, even German, but there was no 
difficulty in distinguishing the genuine 
from the spurious, and the latter mostly 
remained with those endeavouring to dis- 
pose of them. Many of the sellers in the 
outer suburbs started a new method of 
selling the poppies. They took a road 
apiece, and called at every house and in. 
quired how many people wanted poppies. 
One of these ladies told me that she found 
it much more profitable than standing in 
the street waiting for buyers, and that she 
had been received with the greatest good- 
will everywhere, 

“Little Willie.” 

The ex-Crown Prince has taken flight 
from his lonely island in the Netherlands, 
and is now saíely back in Germany, where, 

resumably, he will be allowed to remain; 
or it is just as unlikely that the German 
Government will give him up as it is 
that the Allies will resort to the shock of 
arms to take him. I mentioned last week 
that there is nothing in the Versailles 
Treaty directly proclaiming the ex-Crown 
Prince as associated with the ex-Kaiser in 
bringing about the war; but he has since 
been mentioned as one of the war 
criminals, and the Allies can demand that 
he be handed over to them. 


France's Attitude. 


Possibly, the flight of the ex-Crown 
Prince will attract more attention in 
France than in this country, and may lead 
to the French Government's taking someex- 
treme steps, though it is doubtful whether 
such steps would be of advantage to any- 
body. It is known that France for some 
time has had plans drawn up for the 
occupation of Berlin and of Munich in 
case of need, though-such.a movement will 
necessitate the calling to the Colours of 
almost every man under thirty-one years 
or age. I1t is estimated that it will take 
nearly four hundred thousand men to 
guard the lines of communication alone, 
though the force to occupy the German 
capital would not need to be more than 
25,000 men. A huge percentage of tanks, 
armoured cars and aeroplanes would be 
employed if the occasion arises; but it 1s 
dificult to suppose that France values 
the ex-Crown Prince at all the expense 
which such preparations would involve. 


America and France. 


The opinion that the attitude of France 
has rendered futile any expert inquiry 
into the capacity of Germany to pay IS 
now the officia] view of the American 
Government. This decision has been 
arrived at with obvious reluctance at 
Washington ; but, anxious though the ad- 
visers of President Coolidge may have 
been to agree to any slight modification 
of the scope of the inquiry, they could 
not agres to take a hand in any invest!g3- 
tion which had no possible chance of re- 
moving any obstacles that stand in the 
way of a reparations settlement. It is to 
be h that the way will shortly be 
smoo for a more promising invitation 
to be issued to the United States, in which 
country, as Mr. Lloyd George reminds us, 
keen attention is being paid to the dift- 
culties of Europe. A suggestion is mae 
to-day that the United States should be 
invited by Great Britain, Belgium and 
Italy to join a conference, but such a step; 
if taken, would probably give considerable 
annoyance to France,

“In proud memory of those warriors who 
died unknown in the Great War. Unknown 
and yet well known, dying and behold we 
live’’—the King’s wreath on the tomb of the 
Unknown Warrior at Westminster Abbey. 

Gathered round the Abbey grave, beneath. 
the same British flag that was unfurled: so 
many times at the burial of other unknown 
watriors in the Ypres salient, stood the 
Sovereign, head of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations, with his Dominion Premiers and 
Ministers. ey 

It is three ‘years. since wooden cross 
was plucked from the Flanders grave, and this 
unknown man was brought home to rest with 
the Kings and captains, the ‘statesmen and 
the poets, and all those who were great in. 
their time. | 

The Unknown Warrior symbolises the 
faith that bound the . Commonwealth 
of Nations together nine ago, 
and binds them even closer to-day. The duty

‘The ex-Crown Prince Friedrich Wilhelm is 
again on German soil. He left Wieringen at 
four o'clock yesterday morning, accompanied 
only by his aide-de-camp, Major Mundler, 
who has shared his exile in Holland. The 
ex-heir to the German Throne crossed the 
frontier near Oldenzall shortly after ten 
o’clock yesterday morning, and immediately 
proceeded in the direction of Hanover. He 
arrived at Hanover at 6 o'clock last night. 
sw drove immediately to the home of Hinden- 


"ier a brief halt for refreshment, and a 

short conversation ‘with Germany’s famous 
Field-Marshal, the ex-German Prince’s two 
motor cars proceeded ‘onwards towards 
Silesia. 

It is reported that the ex-Crown Prince 
spent the. night with friends not far from 

anover, that he left before dawn this 
morning for Oels, his Silesian estate. 

The ex-Crown Prince’s return to Germany 
was as quiet as his exit five years ago to 
his temporary éxile on the little Dutch island 
in the Zuider Zee. He iatt his favourite 
motor car, with Major Mundler, two German 
police officials, and his chauffeur. Behind 
nim came the second’ car, containing his bag- 
‘gage. “The ex-Crown Prince received his 
Dutch visas yesterday, . 

Before they were tags he was informed 
b that he would: never permitted to return to 
Holland as a refugee. He burned his bridges 
behind him, and cast in his lot again with 
mig á ham, aly Prince 
lést. greatly in prestige when five years ago 
he fled ai Spa to Holland by motor =: af 
his friends and confidants have not failed to 
work for him. ' 

Slowly, stage by stage, he has returned to 
a place in the hearts of the great majority of 
the German people. He has promised to live 

uietly in the little Silesian town of Oels, on 

the edge of his fifteen thousand acre estate, 
but Monarchist circles in Berlin believe that 
it will net be many months before he makes 
his triumphal entry into Berlin to take up the 
heritage which the*world war lost him. 

Among these people the defeat of Luden- 
dorff and Hitler at Munich is, no victory 
for the Republic over the Monarchy, but a 
temporary success for the Wittlesbach family 
in the struggle with the Hohenzollerns for the 
throne of the German Empire. 

Von Kahr’s betrayal of Hitler, instead of 
increasing the chances of Prince Rupprecht, 
has brought every Monarchist group into the 
open fighting for the Hohenzollerns. 

Herr Stresemann himself sponsored the 
move to bring back the ex-Crown Prince. The 
main argument with which he; won the 


Socialists and Democrats was that Monarchist 

Germany was divided into two camps—the 

Bavarian fighting for ex-Crown Prince Rup- 
recht, and the Northern groups for the 
ohenzollerns. 

Herr Stresemann pointed out to the Cabinet 
that the presence of the Freiedrich Wilhelm in 
North Germany would act as a counter-balance 
to Rupprecht’s influence in Bavaria. He also 
declared that the German ex-Crown Prince 
was a German citizen, and that he had as 
much right as any German to live within the 
borders of the Fatherland. The Republic 
should be strong enough not to fear the 
Monarchist attempts. | , | 

Three Cabinet sessions were devoted to dis- 
cussion of the question, and, after a bitter 
fight, Herr Stresemann finally ‘won over the 
Socialists-Democrat, members of his. Govern- 
ment. The decision to grant the ex-Crown 
Prince a visa was made before the Socialists 
left the Cabinet. The ex-Crown Prince kept 
secret the day on which he would return. His 
visas permitted him to return to Oels between 
the 12th and 17th of this month. This was 
later revised, permitting him to depart from 
Wieringen on the morning of” the 10th.

made in the little Dutch 
cottage which has been the ex-Crown Prince a 
home íor his five years' exile, and he penned 
a letáer to the Dutch people thanking them 
iur their hospitality. e letter was a simple, 
direct document, Seumnecationti phrased. ‘J he 
only signature, “ Wilhelm,”’ spoke of the ex- 
Crown Prince’s belief that he will some day 
bear this name on the throne. 

“William the Third” will be the next 
Kaiser of Germany if Monarchist elements 
are strong enough to place him on the throne. 
In the eyes of extreme Monarchists tiere is 
still one obstacle in the Crown Prince’s path 
to the throne. When last February emis- 
saries from Monarchiét circles visited the ex- 
Crown Prince to offer him their support for 
return to the German throne, the ex-Kaiser 
refused to abdicate in his favour. e ex- 
Crown Prince then had an all-night con- 
ference with his father at Doorn. durim 
e to tal 
with the Monarchist agents, and returned 
during the morning to continue his demands. 

The ex-Kaiser, however, remained obdurate. 

Two other conferences during the summer 
were without avail, chiefly owing to the in- 
fluence oí Princess Hermine over her present 

use. Princess Hermine has dreams her- 
self of mounting the German Throne. as Wil- 
helm II.’s consort. However, the ex-Crown 
Prince received a sensitive promise from his 
father that, if the German people choose him 
to be their: Kaiser, he will be unopposed. 

I learn that the return of the Crown Prince 
to Germany was advanced two days, because 
of the Allied protest to the German Govern- 
ment, against such action, sent through the 
German Charge d’ Affaires through Paris. The 
Note, which was delivered to Herr Hoesch on 
Friday afternoon, was signed by England 
and Italy, as well as France and Belgium. .

CORK DEALERS INDIGNANT. 


A meeting of the Irish Cattle Trade As- 
sociation in Cork discussed the losses which 
the slaughter of Irish cattle at the English 
ports will entail, 

A letter from the Minister of Agriculture, 
Mr. Hogan, was read, in which he stated the 
procedure adopted. at the English ports after 
the arrival of the cattle. e letter con- 
tinued :—‘* The danger of Irish cattle contract- 
ing the disease in a landing place is not very 
great if the cattle are not detained there 
after the expiration of the ten-hour detention 
period. Exporters should, therefore, remove 
their cattle from the landing places as soon as 
possible. If they desire to retain them for 
exposure at markets in the landing places they 
should cover their risks by insurance, and it 
is suggested that some joint action might be 
taken by the Irish Cattle Trade Association 
in this direction. I have had representations 
made recently at the British Ministry of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries, with a view to securing 
compensation for Irish owners of animals 
slaughtered at British landing places where 
the origin of the disease could not be traced 
to Freland, but as the law stands at present 
the Ministry have no power to pay such com- 
pensation. ition, of course, affects all 
imported animals, so that the Dominions are 
concerned as well as the Free State. Pending 
any alteration in the British law as it stands, 
I can only see one way of emererens Irish 
exporters, and that is, as I have already sug- 
gested, by insurance.

SALARIES. - 


REDUCTIONS TO BE 
- FOUGHT. 


At a meeting in the Banba Hall on Satur- 
day the Dublin Branch of the Irish National 
Teachers’ Organisation passed the following 
resolution :'— 

‘“ That we, the Dublin teachers, hereby 
protest against the proposed “cut” in our 
permanent basic salary scale as a most un- 
warranted attempt on the fart of the 
Minister of Finance to violate a contract, 
and we call upon the coming Congress to 
instruct the C.E.C. to use all the means at 
the disposal of the organisation, regardless 
of expense, in order td combat this unjust 
attack upon conditions of service guaranteed 
to us under solemn agreement.” 

The meeting was yery largely attended. 

Mr. E. C. Finnegan, Chairman of the 
Branch, who presided, said that they asked, 
not for preferential. treatment, but “simple 
justice. Referring to the proposed wage 
udjustment, he asked:—‘“Why should the 
national teachers be Apecially selected for this 
drastic treatment? Why should not an in 
quiry be made into the cost of running every 
Government department ?”’ 

As it had been admitted that the Govern- 
ment departments set up in recent years were 
over-staffed and over-salaried, why should ‘not 
the salary of every Government official be 
critically. examined and an estimate made of 
the saving that could be thus affected before 
the question of the national teachers’ salaries 
was touched? An inquiry apparently was to 
be made, but, in the case of Government ser- 
vices, it seemed that the inquiry came first 


and the “cut” afterwards; whereas, in thei 
casé, it seemed that the “eut ” was to come 
first and the inquiry afterwards.
